THE 
UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
AND 
THE 
RAILROAD 
TAX 
CASES. 


Following is tbe text of the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
in the case of Collis P. Huntington, appel­ 
lant, vs. Charles E. Palmer, Tax Collector 
of the County of Alameda, and the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, which was 
appealed from the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the District of Cali­ 
fornia : 
This is an rpp tl from a decree of the 
Circuit Court . 
the District of California, 
dismissing on demurrer the appellant’s bill 
in fqnity. 
The bill Bets out that the Railroad ( om- 
pauy is unjustly and illegally taxed in 
many particulars, the laws uuder which 
the tax is levied being void for conflict 
with the Constitutiou of the State, and in 
au amended biil they were asserted to be in 
conflict with tho Constitution of the United 
States. 
* It is unnecessary to examine into the 
sufficiency of the allegations of the bill on 
these points, because we think it comes 
clearly within the principle just announced 
in the case of Hawes vs. The Contra Costa 
W ater Company and others. 
Although the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company is the party injured by the taxa­ 
tion complained of, which must be paid out 
of its treasury, if paid at all, the suit is 
not brought in its name, but in the name 
of one ot its stockholders. 
Of course, as 
we have attempted to show in the case just 
mentioned, this cannot he done without 
there has been an honest and earnest effort 
by the plaiutiif to induce tbe corporation 
to take the. necessary steps to obtain relief. 
The allegation on this subject found in 
the bill is that plaintiff, on or about the 
15th day of December, 18S0, did inform 
and cause to be intormed the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the railroad company of the in­ 
validity of the pretended assessment and 
the tax founded thereon, and did, then 
and there, riquest said Board to take such 
action or legal proceedings as might be 
proper in the premises to test and deter­ 
mine their validity, which they then and 
there absolutely and willfully refused to 
do. 
He th tn alleges that said Board will 
pay these illegal taxes out of funds of the 
company, to the detrim ent of himself and 
other stockholders. 
There is not, as in the case of Dodge vs. 
Woolsey, any averment that this tax is 
so burdensome as to be destructive of the 
corporation itself; nor of any fraud on the 
pait of the Board of Directors, nor any­ 
thing to show that their decision not to re­ 
sist the tax is nnwise, or opposed to tbe 
beat judgment they could exercise in the 
matter. 
There is no averment of any effort to in­ 
voke the control of the body of the stock­ 
holders, or any reason why it was not 
done. 
Nor is it ‘made to appear th at a 
single other stockholder, besides the plaint­ 
iff, w asconsulttd by him, or has any wist 
to contest the payment of these taxes with 
the Sta’e authorities. 
I t is the bald claim of one stockholder, 
owning $100 000 of the stock out of $10,­ 
000.000 or thereabouts, without any serious 
effort to bring the others to his views, or 
even the Board of D.rectors, to assert a 
right of action for the whole body in the 
very common m atter of paying more taxes 
than he thinks ia just. 
There is here no formal written appeal 
to the Board, nor any formal resolution of 
that body, as in the case of Dodge vs. 
Woolley, and there is nothing to repel the 
reasonable presumption of parties improp­ 
erly and collnrivety made in order to in­ 
voice the jurisdiction of the Federal Coart. 
W e are of opinion, therefore, that the 
demurrer was properly sustained, and the 
decree dismissing the bill ia affirmed.

AN 
UNREASONABLE 
PREACHER, 


Dr. M ila, of Chicago, was pastor of the 
U nity C hurch, belonging to the U nitarian 
denomination. 
.Recently, oi a Sunday, he 
r js e in his pulpit and proclaimed th a t he 
b ad after long research and m editation, 
become convinced th a t there is no God, 
and no im m ortality for th e hum an soul. 
W ith these and a few other trifling excep­ 
tions, however, he was as full of religious 
fervor aa before, and quite ready to do w hat 
he could to help his congregation to form u­ 
late a new.faith upon th e novel lines he had 
ju st laid down. 
N ot unnaturally th e con­ 
gregation were dism ayed 
and demoral­ 
ized by this statem ent, and they did not 
care to ÜBten to Dr. M iln any more th at 
day. 
N or can it be «onsidered strange 
th a t when the m atter had been duly dis­ 
cussed, the propriety of vacating his pulpit 
should have been suggested to Dr. Miln. 
I t is, however, really very strange th a t he 
should have declined to accept this sugges­ 
tion. 
W e see by a dispatch received yes­ 
terday th a t the C hurch authorities have 
been unable to get rid of him in less than 
three m onths, and th a t he intends to stand 
by his contract to th e end. 
Now when a 
preacher comes to the conclusion th at there 
is no God, and th a t man is not imm ortal, 
it would seem a reasonable conclusion th a t 
his occupation as a preacher was gone. 
F cr there is no denom ination which holds 
aEy such doctrines as these, and any 
church has a perfect rig h t to refuse to 
receive instruction which from its point of 
view is heretical. 
The U nitarians are 
doubtless very lib e ral; so much so th at 
some other sects look upon them as no 
b etter than h e retic s; b u t still they cling 
to belief in a God, and refuse to adm it 
th a t man hus no future. 
A nd it is difficult 
to understand where Dr. M ila obtained his 
startling convictions in this regard, for che 
latest conclusions of Science only lead to 
Agnosticism, and Agnosticism certainly 
does not venture to deny the existence of 
God, or the im m ortality of the soul. 
W hat it does say is, th a t of these things 
nothing is or can be known, and th at 
therefore to discuss them is m erely a waste 
of tim e. 
Dr. M iln has, perhaps, like many 
new converts, gone altogether beyond his 
teachers, and has landed in a positive 
A theism and M aterialism for which no 
justification can be found. 
H aving arrived 
there, however, ha certainly ought to have 
realized th at he was out of his vocation as a 
m inister, and he ought to have resigned his 
pulpit w ithout w aiting to be asked.

men, moreover, we see no good reason n by 
the proposed bill should not bs enacted. 


LIN C O LN 
A N D 
“ S T A L W A R T I:M " 


The Lincoln Club recently celebrated, at 
N ew Y ork, th e seventy-third anniversary 
of the b irth of A braham Lincoln. 
Em ory 
Storrs made a speech on th e occasion, in 
which he said : “ Abraham Lincoln was the 
“ tvpical American citizen. 
H e led the 
“ Republican party in its fresh, vigorous, 
“ bright days, when it d id not tam per w ith 
“ wrong, and knew no half-breeds in its 
“ ranks. 
[Gheers, and cries of 
‘Three 
“ ‘hundred and six.’] 
I t wa3 a party sired 
“ by Freedom, and there could be no cross 
“ in each stock.” 
This looks like an a t­ 


tem pt to claim for Lincoln the m erit (if 
m erit it bo) of “ sta’.w artism .” 
B a t the 
actual fact is th a t if there were no “ half 
breeds” in the R epublican p arty in L in­ 
coln’s tim e, it was because there were no 
“ stalw arts” either. 
I t ¡3 necessary for 
Em ory Storrs and his school of politicians 
to realize th at how ever m eritorious are the 
attrib u tes w hich they have undertaken to 
distinguish by th e term “ stalw artism ,” 
the great m ajority of the Republican party 
have never appreciated those attributes, 
a n i have alw ays looked upon them w ith 
d istru st and suspicion. 
In Lincoln’s time 
th e party was great because it had a great 
cause ; because it represented th e patriotism 
of the N orth ; because it had not then begun 
to harbor those ignoble tendencies which at 
a later period corrupted i t ; because it was 
single-m inded, earnest, unselfish, and hon­ 
est. 
And so gulf-wide is the difference be­ 
tw een Lincoln’s Republicanism and th a t of 
Mr. Em ory Storrs and his friends th a t had 
Lincoln lived until now he would, alm ost 
beyond a doubt, have been found in the 
ranks of 
th e 
“ half-breeds” instead of 
in th e ranks of the 
“ S talw arts.” 
Mr. 
Storr3 does co t com prehend th a t a revolu­ 
tion has occurred in the R epublican party 
daring th e past sixteen yeare, 
and th at 
while th e Lincoln R epublicans have gradu­ 
ally been th ru st fu rth er and further back 
from the front, and frcm the rew ards of 
place and power, the substantial possessions 
of the p arty have been as gradually monop­ 
olized by a set of political charlatans and 
adventurers who have been trading upon 
the old w atchw ords and war-cries until 
they have brought th e latter into discredit, 
and have been vaunting their “ stalw art- 
ism ” in order to cloak designs which have 
nothing in common w ith th e aims of the 
organization or w ith the principles of re­ 
publican Governm ent. 
M r. Lincoln, indeed, who was a genuine 
republican if ever there .was one, would 
have found it difficult to understand the 
spirit which was exhibited in Mr. Storrs’ 
allusion to th e “ half-breeds,” and which 
was shown still more openly in th e cries of 
“ T hree hundred and six,” which greeted 
his factional rem arks. 
The democratic 
principles of M r. Lincoln would have re­ 
volted from the persistent sycophancy and 
m an-worship, th e un-A m erican subserv­ 
iency to a name which has loDg since 
ceased to stand for any great thought or 
issue, which nevertheless constitutes the 
chief pride and boast of th e “ stalw arts.” 
H e w ould have failed to recognize in these 
men representatives of the great and earn­ 
est party he had led. 
H e would have 
gazed in open-eyed wonder a t th e brass 
medals adorning th e breasts of the “ G rant 
“ colum n.” 
Perhaps, had he been sud­ 
denly introduced to this 
banquet, 
be 
m ight have thought for a m om ent th a t the 
republic had ceased to exist, and th a t G en­ 
eral G rant, following the exam ple of Louis 
Napoleon, had made himself D ictator. B ut 
assuredly the simple, sincere, dem ocratic 
citizen, A braham Lincoln, would have had 
no sym pathy w ith the sham patriotism and 
the brass-m ounted flunkeyism which has 
in these la tte r days issued in the political 
m onstrosity called “ stalw artism ,” and he 
would have turned aw ay from its quackery 
and corruption to seek, among th e un­ 
tainted “ half-breeds,” the only kind of 
Republicanism congenial to his own noble 
spirit. 
The “ stalw arts,” in their stupid inso­ 
lence and arrogance, in their characteristic 
incapacity to read th e m ind of the nation, 
in th eir blind adherence to the one-man 
idea, are preparing for them selves a great 
catastrophe. 
W e will not say th a t they 
are preparing this catastrophe for the R e­ 
publican party, because the existence of 
th a t party is conditioned by th e aporoval 
of its m ajority, and because when th e m a­ 
jo rity ceases to approve w hat ia done in its 
name they will sim plv w ithdraw their sup­ 
port, and let the fabric fall to the ground. 
B ut of this we are confident, th a t R epubli­ 
can success cannot he obtained hereafter on 
the basis of “ stalw artism .” 
The rank 
and file of th e party have already made it 
clear w hat they th in k of th a t im posture, 
and when the tim e comes they will again 
reveal th eir convictions. 
Dissatisfaction 
w ith “ stalw artism ” was the cause of th at 
great break in th e R epublican strength 
throughout th e N orth and W est which 
m arked G rant's second term . 
T h at break 
would have p u t a Dem ocrat in the W hite 
House bu t for the Electoral Commission. 
I t showed w hat th e Republicans thought of 
the kind of governm ent th e “ sta lw arts” 
had been giving the country. 
I t showed 
w hat they thought of G rant as an adm inis­ 
trator, 
and w hat th ey thought of his 
friends. 
■ 
A nd now, if we are to have “ stal- 
“ w artism ” flaunted in our faces because 
a great crim e has p ut a friend of G rant at 
the head of the G jvem m ent, and if it is 
to be given out th a t the m ethods and the 
politics of G rant’s second term are to bo re­ 
established, it requires no prophetic gift 
to foresee th at the Presidential Election of 
1834 will m ark th e close of th e Republican 
ascendancy. 
T here are no longer any 
living questions to divide parties. 
Con­ 
siderations of honesty, efficiency, capacity, 
will therefore came into greater prom i­ 
nence than ever before. 
A nd it is a t such 
a juncture th a t we are threatened w ith the 
retu rn of those bad and corrupt m ethods 
which have already sa nearly w recked 
the party. 
The Em ory Storrs and the 
“ three hundred and six ” will do well to 
pu t on more m odesty, and prepare to play 
less conspicuous roles in the im m ediate 
future. 
If they do not, if they persist in 
their present vainglorious course, if they 
insist upon giving the country w arning of 
w hat they propose, th ey need not be su r­ 
prised should the couhtry tak e the most 
effectual and sum m ary m eans to frustrate 
their mischievous programme, and relegate 
them to the com parative haim lessness of 
private life. 


SAX 
FRA N CIiCJ 
AND 
THE RAILROAD 


T he letter which we published the other 
day, addressed to the San Francisco Beard 
of Trade, cn the railroad question, was a 
stinging criticism upon th e attitu d e of the 
m erchants and business m :n of th at city 
tow ard the C entral Pacific from the first. 
There is certainly so t another city on thn 
continent of anything like equal preten­ 
sions, which has exhibited so narrow and 
foolish a policy on transportation m atters. 
San Francisco has be n constantly clam or­ 
ing for railroad iacii ties ; constantly fight­ 
ing and thw arting the railroad ; constantly 
responding to t e m eanest and most m alici­ 


o u s suggestions cf her w orst demagogues 


in this connection. 
She defeated the Goat 
Island plan, to her own m anifest and great 
loss. 
She had absolutely nothing to gain 
by her opposition to th a t scheme, and a 
great deal to lose. 
B y opposing it she 
sent the w heat trade first to V allejo and 
then to P o rt Costa, and now 
she is 
threatened w ith 
th e 
alm ost total less 
of 
it. 
Instead of welcoming and help­ 
ing all railroads, as every enlightened 
com m unity has alw ays done, her business 
m en have show n the blindest obstinacy 
in resisting the approach of transportation 
agencies, and have actually prevented the 
union of ship and cars deliberately, aa 
if they had really desirtd to ruin their 
own business. 
In the same w ay they 
tolerate the m ost outrageous port charges 
of all kinds, and generally act more like a 
gang of Cornish w reckers than a civilized 
commercial people. 
They them selves have 
done next to nothing in building up San 
Francisco. 
They have not even had en­ 
terprise enough to take advantage of the 
openings afforded them by railroad exten­ 
sion. 
They have appeared to imagine t.hat 
all they had to do was to lie on their 
backs, and the trade of the coaBt would 
drop into their m ouths. 
They are, in fact, 
the 
m ost sluggish, unenterprising, per­ 
verse set of people who ever undertook 
to fight th eir own interests, and if coming 
events, which already cast their shadows 
before, should wrebt from them a large part 
of th e business which rem ains to them , 
and should build up other and more en­ 
lightened comm unities, th ey need blame 
none bu t themselves. T heir latest Bcheme, 
to substitute w heat gambling for stock 
gambling, in the desperate hope th a t the 
farm ers may be made to take the place of 
the credulous fools who poured all their 
earnings for years into the pockets of the 
Comstock m anipulators, will not save them . 
I t may serve to keep some of the denizens 
of Pauper Alley from the ignominy of work, 
bu t it will not succeed in “ roping iu ” the 
farm ers, for they have had due warniDg of 
w hat is intended, and they have no desire 
to pay any more commissions to San F ran­ 
cisco than are inflicted on them under ex­ 
isting circumstances.

PORTER’S CASE. 


I t is said th a t the President has had a 
long interview w ith G eneral Porter, and 
th a t the la tte r’s case ha3 bcc-n discussed a t 
a Cabinet m eeting. 
The impression is 
gaining ground th a t the P resident will 
shortly take steps to have it reopened, 
and we hope th a t such will be the case. 
For since th e publication of the conclu­ 
sions of the A dvisory Board which re­ 
viewed the findings of the C ourt-m artial, 
there has been no possibility of doubt in 
any candid and intelligent mind as to the 
innocence of P o rte r; and therefore the 
failure of the G overnm ent to right the 
wrong, after having gone so far as to dem ­ 
onstrate its existence, has seemed to all 
such persons quite scandalous. 
The oppo­ 
sition to the reopening of the case is th o r­ 
oughly discreditable to those who have 
taken th a t position, for it means simply 
th a t they refuse to be convinced of facts 
which no sane and at the same tim e honest 
mind can reject, and th a t th ey will rather 
perpetuate an outrage than adm it th at 
they have been m istaken.

C arrie B rad ley In terv iew ed . 
The sensational circumstances surrounding 
the arrest of Carrie Bradley, the Portland 
courtesan, on a charge of murdering John N. 
Brown, induced your reporter to seek an in­ 
terview with the prisoner this afternoon. On 
reaching the door of tank No. 4, of the new 
prison, Miss Bradley,

Of abont 30, with light brown hair, drawn 
straight back from a face bearing the stigma 
of her calling, and cool, steady, grayish blue 
eyes, was discovered dressed 
in 
shabby 
negligee, with a general air of looseness about 
it comporting with the character of the 
wearer, and leaning against the wall of the 
cell, w ith her heels elevated on a bench, in 
an attitude more suggestive of comfort than 
culture. 
0 .i being informed that the object 
of your reporter’s visit was to hear what she 
had to say regarding the murder of Brown, 
the replied, with the graceful ease and self­ 
possession of her class, th at she was glad to 
receive callers, as she was very lonesome ; 
but th at regarding the affair in question she 
had nothing to say, except th at she knew 
nothing about it, showing, however,

She presently stated, in reply to questions, 
that undoubtedly the whole sensation w ís the 
work of her enemies in Portland.

Flippen and Dolly Adams, inmates of her 
bouse, who had testified aeainst her before 
the Grand Jury, were a bad lot. The former, 
especially, was one ef the worst of her kind. 
Mollie certainly was crazy, especially when 
the had a little whisky on board. 
“ W hy,” 
said the, “ th at girl, under the influence < f 
llqucr, would tell stories about my house and 
me that would make the town’s hair stand 
on end. 
She’d say anything then. 
I don’t 
think she wanted to da me any injury.

was just her craziness. 
Sometime ago, while 
she was in my house, she got to drinking, and 
got so bad íhat I had to call a doctor in. 
He 
taid the was crazy, and she would have to go 
to an asylum pretty quick, unless she got bet­ 
ter.

U ntil she was well again, and I was down 
sick, and I ’ve been sick ever since.

THE BRADLEY RESIDENCE. 
After this essay upon platonic affection, 
Bradley proceeded to show by the position of 
her hcuse that it would be highly improbable 
that the body of a murdered man could be 
conveyed from the premises to the river 
without detection. 
The house is situated in 
the most frequented part of town, anda party 
with such a load would have to run the 
gauntlet of saloon», hotel watchmen and 
other obstacles, and the attem pt would be 
sure to result in discovery. 
Thus far the interview, on the part of 
Bradley, had been conducted with the csolfs: 
and 
steadiest 
nonchalance, every word, 
glance and movement indicating a composed 
mind and perfect freedom from apprehension, 
or even natural concern. 
Ju st before making the visit, yonr reporter 
had received a dispatch from Portland an­ 
nouncing th at testimony before the Grand 
Ju ry had leaked o ntto the effect that 


WALSH, THE SADDLER, 
Who disappeared some four months ago, had 
been murdered in Bradley’s house, and his 
body cut up and thrown into a vault. 
This 
testimony, of course, would be news to the 
prisoner, and the reporter suddenly, but in a 
quiet and natural maimer, asked, “ How 
abont Walsh, the saddler?” The prisoner 
was sitting at the moment with her eyes cast 
down on her lap. 
She allowed them to re­ 
main there fcr a few moments, then raising 
them slowly and casting a steady, level 
glance at yocr reporter, replied in quiet, 
measured tones. 
N ot a tremor of the lip or 
eyelid, motion of feature or tone of voice, 
betrayed the slightest discomposure; but a 
nervous working of the fingers and uneasy 
movements of the hands indicated an agita­ 
tion not before noticeable. W hether this pro­ 
ceeded from a consciousness cf guilt or simply 
concern at the extent to which the charges 
againBt her seemed to be pushed, must re­ 
main for the present an open question. 
“ W alsb,” she said, “ ha« not been abont my 
boUBe for a long time. 
I didn’t w ant him to 
come there. 
H e was a man th at always 
made trouble about the house, and I finahy 
drove him away.” On being informed of the 
latest news, Bhe replied, “ Well, that beats 
all. 
So they lay W alsh’s disappearance to 
me, too. 
I don’t know what will come n e x t” 
Some desultory conversation followed re­ 
garding the arrangement of her premises, and 
after a moment’s pause she said : “ And so 
they are going to search the vau lt?” After 
mu-ine for a moment on either the folly or 
importance of th at proceeding, the prisoner, 
in response to aa irquiry, gave 


HER REASONS FOB LEAVING PORTLAND, 
The route she had taken, her change of name, 
etc. 
“ You see, I have been very sick, and I 
found it necessary to leave P or’land on ac­ 
count of the stateof my health.” The prisoner's 
appearance, and the remains of a square meal 
on the tray beside her, indicated a rather 
healthy invalid, thouch appearances are often 
deceitful. 
“ I have been used up with rheu­ 
matism and a bad cough,” she continued, 
“ which threatened to end in consumption. I 
went by way cf Puget Sound, instead of 
taking the regnlar lian Francisco steamer 
from Portland, because I wanted to take a 
look at the country, and also wanted to see 
Miss Bell, a friend of mine, who was up there. 
Besides, I dreaded croa-ing the Columbia river 
bar. 
I changed my name because everybody 
knows me, and I didn’t want to be bothered 
by them on the steamer. 
Yon know how 
that is. 
I ’ve broken up my house in P ort­ 
land, and thought I would come here and get 
a little room and rest for awhile. I could live 
very cheap that way, you know. 
I didn’t 
know but I might go down to Los Angeles.” 
A fter some further general remarks npon 
her case, the prisoner expressed a belief that 
she would got out of the scrape without much 
trouble, and the reporter retired, convinced 
th at Bradley was either a much-wronged 
woman or a consummate actress.

LOOAL JNTEUJGEKCE. 


A Ju i isr.iCTXoXAi. Question.—Daring the 
triil of tbs cu e of Toe City of Sacramento 
against Wiliiam Sharp, which was originally 
commenced in Justice Coggins’ Court by City 
Attorney W. A. Anderson, upon an over­ 
payment by the City Treasury on account of 
intereston W ater W. lk .’ certificate?, a ques­ 
tion was raised by .f. W. Armstrong as to the 
jurisdiction 
tices in the service of sum­ 
mons in other than their own counties. 
It 
seems that Section lOii of the Code of Civil 
Procedure only all .«u Justices jurisdiction to 
the limits of their rcspeciize cuuuties. The 
City Attorney contends that Sections 846, 
848 and 832 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
controls in this nr ¿It»: r, and that iu these the 
jurisdiction 
f tho subject-matter is given, 
and that provision is made for the service of 
summons in other counties by obtaining the 
certificates of the Couuty Cleiks that the 
Justice issuing the preces* i* a Justice duly 
qualified and acting. That if the city should 
be camp-lied to rue in the county where de­ 
fendant resided, that the action would be sub­ 
ject to a motion to dismiss for want of juris­ 
diction of the : u‘ jea'.-matter. That the only 
reasonable interpretation is, that in the cases 
mentioned in said sections Justices can issue 
process for the aapearance of defendants in 
other counties. Tne question being one that 
afiectsall the lawyers in the State, an invita­ 
tion war extended to members of the bar 
generally to »dvi-e the Court of their respect­ 
ive views upon the subject. 


O n l y T w o J u s t ic e s i n t h e C it y .— Some 
time Bince City Attorney W. A. Anderson filed 
an information in the nature of a quo war­ 
ranto against Judge Gilmer, praying that he 
might be cr j ined from exercising the office 
of Justice of the Peace. A t a later day 
H arry Snow, upon a writ of habeas corpus 
on behalf f one George Applegate, who had 
been ornvicted by Justice Gilmer of the 
crime of petit larceny, raised the question of 
the validity of Gilmer’s proceedings and 
judgment.-, 
di e c -e was argued before 
•Judges Clark and Reason, sitting in bank. 
The Court took tna c.se under advisement, 
•and yesterday Judge Clark ancouLced the de­ 
cision of tho Corn ., to the eff ect that Justice 
Gi.'mcr had no power nor authority to act as 
Justice ; that tliero wos no township Justice 
for this city ; that Sec ion 103 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure pro vi les only for two Jus­ 
tices in cities of less that 100,000 and more 
20,000inhabit-u ;. Ti e prisoner was ordered 
discharged, 
i'hisceci-im practically settles 
the quo warranto case so far as the Superior 
Court is concerned, but we are ii formed that 
the questions are likely to go to the Supreme 
Court for ultimate determination. 


Ijirosiso os the H owards.—In addition 
to the proceedings had in the Police Court 
yesterday mornirg, the trial of James Mc­ 
Kenzie was completed at 4 o’clock iu the 
afternoon—tried on a charge of being a va­ 
grant. The testimony developed the fact that 
McKenzie waa guilty of many acts constitut­ 
ing vagrancy, but worst of all, it was proven 
that by false representations he grossly im­ 
posed on the Howard Benevolent Association 
and secured a contribution of some articles of 
clothing, which he immediately sold for a 
sum much ites tInn their value and invested 
the same in bad whisky. 
He was foucd 
guilty and given the extent of the law — 
ninety days in the chain-gang. 


S t a t e P o n d s.— The first installment of 
taxes collected rmdir the levy for 1881 has 
been paid in and settlement made with all 
the counties except Del Norte, Humboldt and 
Modoc, who do r.ot settle until April. The 
total amount p ¡J to the State Treasurer ie 
83,583,014 93, of which 81,864,558 70 is ap 
portioned to the geueral fund, and $1,360,­ 
118 61 to the school fund. The last named 
sum, together with interest on bonds held in 
trust for the school fond—about §125,000— 
gives the sum of S1.4S5.118 61 for distribution 
among the school districts of the State, un­ 
der the apportionment to be made by the Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction prior to 
the 1st proximo.

According to the New York Bulletin the 
introduction of European Potatoes into the mar- 
kcts of this country is of very recent date. 
It says 
th at early last October some farm er in Scotland con­ 
ceive»] tho idea of exporting Potatoes to the United 
States. 
Consequently he shipped a quantity that 
had been dug out of the ground before they were in 
a fit condition to he exposed to the air, and when 
they were landed in New York their appearance was 
not very Inviting, so the first attem pt was a failure. 
Soon after another consignment arrivid ; others fol­ 
lowed, and uow receipts aro said to be averaging 
two consignment» a week, each consignment being 
worth about 81,000. Since October, however, things 
have greatly changed. 
England, Ireland and Scot­ 
land are nut the only producers and exporters of 
the Potatoes which arrive at Eastern ports. 
France 
and Germany arc each heginnii g to contribute 
largely. 
A week ago it was estim ated th at New 
York had sufficient im portations to supply local 
consumption for two months.

The Nun says that the lot 
comprised so many very small Potatoes that many 
buyers remark»d th at the Germans m ust h u e 
thought we were starving to expect us to huv such 
stuff. 
Some of them were hardly as large as mar­ 
bles, and had to be sold a t very low prices, ranging 
from 12c to 2 1 c ’d bushel. 
Now, if there be any 
poesibili y of opening t-.p a Potato trade with the 
Eastern m arts, it might perhaps be well for Califor­ 
nia growers to give the subject some hetd.
